Peace Revives Talk Of 


Tunnel Under Channel 


By ANDRUE BERDIXG 


London —(IF)— Progress 
toward 


peace and disarmament has revived 
agitation in England for early con 
^ruction of a submarine tunnel join 
ing Great Britain and France. * 


Fear of invasion from the contin- 


ent, firmly rooted in English history, 
has lately subsided to the point where 
an all-land route from London to Pa- 
ris can be discussed as an engineer- 
ing as well as political question. 


Major General G. Barker, Colonel 


Commandant of the Royal Engineers, 
has brought this mooted question to 
the fore again by a letter In which 
he says it would be "advisable to re- 
apen the subject, keeping In mind the 
changed conditions." 
General Bar- 


ker was secretary ot the Channel 
Tunnel Military and Civil Committee 
which began to investigate the sub- 
ject in 18S4 and turned it down. 


Xew experience gathered in Amer- 


ica from tunneling- the Wellington 
holes under the Hudson, and in Eng- 
land from building the roadway tun- 
nel 44 feet in diameter under the 
Mersey is leading experts here to be- 
lieve that the construction of a tun- 
nel under the channel would offer lit- 
tle difficulties except those of finance 
and time. 


The consequences ot the building 


of an under-Channel tunnel would 
be far-reaching, and the committee 
which deliberated on the project per- 
mitted the military consequences to 
influence 
their 
decision. 
They 


thought that such a tunnel would 
render England more liable to attack 
from the continent, and would lessen 
her famous position of Impregnable 
insularity. Parliament, as a result. 
refused to sanction the building of 
the tunnel. 


have a number of arguments In their 
favor. The improvement in transpor- 
tation would be tremendous. The 
American tourist who goes 
from 


London to Pans, unless by airplane, 
must board a train in London for the 
south coast, get out and embark on 
a channel boat, toss about sometimes 
like a rubber ball for practically an 
hour, and then get on another train 
for Paris. If the tunnel were con- 
structed he could get into a non-stop 
express train which would whisk him 
from one capital to the other without 
a halt. The trip now occupies almost 
half-a-day. It could be made in sev- 
eral hours.

equally by the French and British 
Governments. But judging from the 
present condition of British Govern- 
mental finance, a good deal of the 
money advances would have to be 
made by private capital. Construc- 
tion of the tunnel would certainly 
absorb a considerable amount of 
England's present unemployment.

This county will keep all of its pop- 
ularly traveled roads open as much 
as possible,-and the towns will keep 
whatever town roads they wish free 
from snow. 


All counties were 'setting up snow 


fences this week and last, in prep- 
aration for the first snow flurries of 
the north woods country. With the 
first heavy snow storm which might 
threaten progress of traffic through 
tie division, snow plows will be put 
on the roads. Last year the mam 
highways were pretty well passable 
all winter with the exception of a 
few hours and possibly one or two 
days following an unusually heavy 
storm when the plows found clear- 
ing work slow. 


Snow removal this year will be 


considerably simplified because of 
the oil treatment highways iu this 
division received during the past 
summer, the highway officials point- 
ed out. Snow or water will not mix 
with oil^ so the snow cannot pack 
into the oiled roads it was explained, 
wherea-. on a graveled road not treat- 
ed with oil, the snow packs in the 
surface and forms an ice mat which 


la impenetrable and which grows 
as each snow packs. 


Nearly all highways In Superior 


division were treated with oil lw* 
season. The 1929 programs calls for 
another treatment of the same roads, 
and about an additional one half as 
much more as in 1928. They will b« 
oiled yearly until the surface baa 
become well built up, through accu- 
mulation of the oil. The 1929 pro- 
gram will begfn as soon as weather 
permits, or around the latter part 
of May or the first of June. 


Approximately 630 miles of road 


will be oiled next year using about 
2,000,000 gallons of oil. This oil i» 
contracted for at seven and a-half 
cents per gallon bringing the total 
expenditure for oil treatments next 
year to $150,000.
